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REPORT OF UNION DISTRICT. 


The Board of Education, as required by law, respectfully 
submit their annual report of the condition of the schools in 


rma 


Union District, for the year ending March, 1873. 
SCHOOL HOUSES. 

The school houses, nine in number, are kept in good repair 
with the exception of the High School building. The sum of 
five hundred dollars was appropriated to repair this building, 
but, during the same year, a Committee appointed by the 
district to examine the building reported that in their opinion . 
it was not advisable to expend any more in repairs than was 
immediately necessary. The Board coincided with that opinion, 
and a considerable proportion of the appropriation remains 
unexpended. ‘The houses on Lincoln and Washington streets 
haye been repainted and greatly improved in appearance. The 
district continues, as last year, to hire two very -unsuitable 
rooms, at a rent of $300. In the year 1867 the district voted 
to build the new house on School street, and the two new houses 
afterwards called the Lincoln street house and the Fuller school 
house. In 1869 the district voted to build the house afterward 
called the Pearl street house. In 1870 the district voted to | 
build an addition to the Fuller school house. | 

It will be seen that since 1867, a space of five years, the 
district has been called upon to furnish eight school rooms, 
and are still hiring two extra rooms. With these facts before 
them, the Board foresaw that in a short time a new building 

* would be required in the central parts of the district, and 
! . 
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inserted in the warrant ot 1871 an article in relation to a new 
High School building. The only result was the report of the 
above mentioned Committee. The prospect of a continued 
growth of the town and a demand for more school rooms dur- 
ing the present year, and the fact that it requires one or two 
years to plan and. complete a considerable building, induced 
the Board to call a special meeting on the 11th instant. At 
this meeting a more urgent appeal was made that something 
should be done to provide for the present pressing needs of the 
district, and others sure to be felt in one or two years to come. 
The subject was found to be complicated and unwieldy in a 
public meeting, and a committee of seven was chosen by the 
meeting to consider the whole subject and report at the next 
annual meeting. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Mr. 8. H. Brackett has now so long been favorably known 
as principal of the High School that it is unnecessary to allude 
to the many qualities which make him acceptable as a teacher. 
Miss Jennie Stewart, the assistant teacher, has held the posi- 
tion for the past year. Formerly known as an ambitious and 
promising pupil in the school, and having spent three years in 
a higher institution, her scholarly attainments fully meet all 
the requirements of the position. We may also add that the 
discipline in her department has been highly satisfactory. 

The highest number of pupils during the past year has been 
80. In the winter term there was a falling off of pupils from 
other towns. During the year a High School has been organ- 
ized in Winchester, and pupils no longer come to us from that 
vicinity. Our school has been unusually quiet and prosperous 
the past year. We regret to say that parents visit it but little. 
Perhaps they can form some idea of what is being done from a 
list of the classes in the winter term. ‘There are two classes 
in French, one of 13 and one of 3 pupils; two classes in Latin, 
one of 29, 1 of 11; there are six pupils in Surveying ; eighteen 
in Philosophy ; thirty-seven in Physical Geography ; seventeen 
in Geology; in Book-keeping, twelve; in Astronomy, three ; 
in Chemistry, six; and in Arithmetic, 30. Miss Stewart has 
one of the French and Latin classes ; also two classes in Alge- 
bra, numbering 35; two classes in English Grammar and 
Analysis, numbering 22; and one of the Arithmetic classes. 
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She has also 20 pupils in Natural History. Most of the pupils 
in both departments practice Drawing, Elocution, Reading and 
Written Spelling. 

The graduating class will be very small this year. Last year 
the annual report was printed previous to the graduating exer- 
cises, and the names of the class did not appear; we insert 
them here as matter of record: Nellie Bartlett, Annie M. 
Connor, Nellie E. Riley, Clara H. Richards, Minnie E. Cook, 
Eva A. Perry, Ella A. Rand, Alice M. Whitcomb, Myra H. 
Stearns, Mary G. Spalter, H. Cora Phillips and Ella J. Gilbert. 
During the past year the last six of the class have been en- 
gaged in teaching, several of them in our own district. Of our 
present teachers, thirteen have at some time been pupils of the 
High School. The standard is now so high that pupils who 
intend to fit themselves for teaching need not attend other insti- 
tutions unless they wish to qualify for the highest departments. 
Nevertheless, there is a growing demand for a higher course of 
study (a so-called classical course) to fit boys for college, and 
advance the education of those girls who have time and inclina- » 
tion for the higher branches. That the growth of the town 
will soon require such provision there can be no doubt. There 
is no academy near, and if there were, the expenses are great. 
The trustees of the academy fund have in view the interests of 
this very class of pupils; they for the County, we for the dis- 
trict. They and we desire to promote the best interests of the 
same class of pupils, in the same place, in the same course, and 
by the same method. Why not unite in the good work? 

THE COMMON SCHOOLS. 

One of these schools*is in Ball’s block, the other in the house 
on School street. The pupils range from thirteen to fourteen 
years of age. The registers for the winter term are not filled 
out before the printing of this report, but we learn from Miss 
Floyd that she has 40 pupils, all of whom study Arithmetic, 
Grammar, Geography, Spelling and Writing; 33 practice 
Drawing; nine also study Physiology and History of the 
United States. Miss Miles’s school is about the same, as will 
appear in the table. The candidates for admission to this grade 
the coming year will number at least fifty-four. Candidates for _ 
the High School from this grade number 21, but can of course 
be increased to suit circumstances, as was done last year. It 
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is possible, perhaps, by this expedient, to get along well enough 
for one year more. ‘The past experience of the Board would. 
lead them to agree with the general opinion of educators, that 
in the higher grades forty pupils are as many as can be profita-_ 
bly taught by one teacher. In fact, the number of female 
teachers capable of managing more than that number is very 
small. . gah 
These schools have done very well in Grammar, better than 
was expected in Drawing, and it is believed will pass a good 
examination in other studies. This examination will not take 
place before the printing of this report. Last year something 
was said about the inefficiency of the mere study of Grammar 
in teaching the best practical use of the English language. ‘The 
most effectual way to make pupils write good English is the 
constant practice of writing sentences to be corrected by the 
teacher. Latterly it is growing to be the opinion that this is 
also the best mode of learning to spell. The Analytical Speller 
is a book which will accomplish this double purpose. During 
the present term several of our teachers have been trying this 
new method, and speak very highly of it, especially one who 
has a pupil that was trained in this method in the Chicago ~ 
schools, his excellence attesting the great value of the system. 
Considerable attention has been paid to Drawing the past 
year. Among many good drawing books we may mention as 
worthy of praise that of Miss Julia Hatch in the High School ; 
and in the Grammar schools those of Mary Dort, Luella Saw- 
yer, Eliza Wright, Jessie Tottingham and Ida Sherman. 


THE INTERMEDIATES. 


There are now in this grade 128 pupils; last year there were 
162; 53 will probably be promoted, while 89 will enter from 
the grade below. This makes an increase of 36 pupils to be 
divided among three schools, one of which has now 49. Miss 
Ingalls taught the past year in School street, Miss Ward in 
Church street, both successfully. In the other school in Church 
street there have been three different teachers in the same.time, 
Miss Taft now completing the winter term. ‘This last schoo] 
has not been as full as the others, the territorial Committee not 
thinking it best under the circumstances to require an equal 
distribution, although the School street school was manifestly: 
too large. 
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Last year an attempt was made in this grade to teach 
Grammar orally, in connection with the reading lesson. The 
result was so promising that the practice has been continued 
through the present year. The pupils have been interested 
and made excellent progress, considering the few minutes 
devoted to it. They can name readily most of the parts of 
speech, and many of them seem to understand the relation of 
the words in a sentence. They will begin Grammar next year 
in the text book with an intelligent idea of what it is, and will 
not find it so repulsive as it often is. 

THE SECONDARY SCHOOLS. 

There are six schools of this grade, and the rooms are ample 
‘to accommodate the increase of the coming year, and probably 
for a longer time. Eighty-nine pupils are to be advanced, and 
one hundred and nine to come in and take their places, an in- 
crease of only twenty, unless new familiesare to be represented. 
Miss Carpenter, Miss Moore and Miss Towne have occupied 
the same positions as teachers through the year, as shown in 
the table in this report. No teachers ever more faithfully dis- 
charged their duties. There is no lack of good teachers in the 
other schools, but a change during the year renders it difficult 
to anticipate its effect on the written examinations. 

There is not much oral instruction imparted in these schools 
except in connection with the reading lesson. In the summer 
term Miss Towne instructed her pupils in minerals, the simple 
minerals which make the pebbles in our brooks. It was inter- 
esting to see what enthusiasm was excited. <A short. object 
lesson given at odd moments, for a few weeks, sent out num- 
bers of young mineralogists in search of hornblend, actinolite, 
and the more common minerals. Miss Miles and Miss Ingalls 
in the higher schools also instructed their pupils in this subject. 

The success of these. attempts, and others to be mentioned, 
lead us to believe that the efforts to introduce natural history 
in the lower grades of schools will not fail. Prang’s chromos 
of plants, leaves, roots, flowers, birds, and animals, especially 
designed for schools, are not so much anticipations of a want 
to come, as a response to a call already made. 

PRIMARIES. 

There are seven schools of this grade, which are not all full 

in the present winter term, but are likely to overrun very soon. 
2 
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Should the district build a new High School building with sey- 
eral rooms, it might be desirable sometime to restore the primary 
school once occupying the Church street building. There are 
several new teachers in this grade, some of whom have had but 
little experience ; nevertheless the schools all appear well. Miss 
Bates has had much experience, and is very successful. The 
teachers practice the object method as far and as fast as they . 
find out what it really is. Some are slow to do so. Miss 
Beckley is the only one we have seen actually using the numeral 
frame as it was meant to be used, and some have frankly said 
they knew not how to use it. For special object lessons, Miss 
Pray has made use of the leaves of trees, such as the sumac, 
oak, maple and others, not only teaching the children to name 
them at sight, but to draw them on the slate from memory. 
This they would do readily and with accuracy. We notice in 
her school, also, that the practice of calisthenics is kept up. 
Other teachers, Miss Rugg, Miss Beckley and Miss Rahn, have 
had collections of minerals; Miss Rahn alone seemed to make 
much practical use of them. 

The great work of learning the multiplication table has 
hardly been accomplished in all the schools, at the present 
time; but the progress in writing has been very satisfactory, 
especially so in the Pearl street, Fuller and Washington street 
schools. 

We have occasionally questioned teachers as to their methods 
of moral training, and.it is believed that all teachers, in cases 
of dereliction, improve the opportunity to impress upon chil- 
dren the importance of truth and morality. But it is also 
believed that much more might be done in improving the man- 
ners of children, and their conduct towards each other. It is 
but justice to add that the children in Miss Towne’s school 
seemed to conduct themselves with singular propriety and 
politeness toward each other while in the school room, espe- 
cially while engaged in recitation. 


THE NATURAL HISTORY COLLECTION. 


All modern methods of education are tending toward the 
actual and practical; the seeing of everything to be seen, the 
doing of everything that can conveniently be done. To see, 
to grasp, to feel, to lift, is the impulse of every one who wishes 
to examine a new substance. If one would study ores, or 
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minerals, fossil shell or fossil plant, scallop or limpet, mollusk 
or radiate, skull or scapula, raptores or warblers, curculio or 
ichneumon, how difficult it is to get a clear idea of them without 
some representation to the eye; how easy and pleasant, with 
the object before you and an intelligent teacher to talk about it. 
Among the twelve thousand islands in the Pacific, Dana 
describes a coral island containing six square miles, so abound- 
ing in cocoa nuts and spoils of the sea as to support six 
thousand inhabitants. It rises only fifteen feet above the tides 
of the ocean, and is a level plain. The coral limestone is the 
only mineral; there are but twenty-three botanical species, and 
no quadrupeds. There is neither hill nor valley, no rock nor 
mountain glen, no river, lake nor forest. The very namesof 
these things have dropped out of the language of this people. 
_ Where there are no objects there are no ideas, and no words to 
express them. Who could teach natural history or-science in 
a place like that? Who could teach mineralogy with only one 
mineral? A college without its cabinets, a high school without 
its apparatus and its natural history collection, is shorn of half 
_ its strength, and is little better than the cloister of the Middle

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDING COMMITTEE. 


For convenience, districts Nos. 2, 3,4, 5 and 8 were assigned 
to George H. Gilbert, and Nos. 6, 7, 9, 10 and 11 to Dr. I. F. 
Prouty. 

No, 2.—Summer term; Miss Mary L. Leach, teacher. There 
was a good understanding between teacher and pupils; yet, 
judging from the manceuvers of two or three prominent youths 
at the closing examination of the school, a little more physical 
discipline would have done no injury to the school. Still, it 
was an excessively warm day, and due allowance must be 
made for the feelings of children confined in a school room. 
‘The recitations were good, and showed a thorough acquaintance: 
with the ground gone over in various studies. Winter term.— 
Miss Nellie L. Richardson of Marlboro’, who has taught sev- 
eral terms previously in this district, labored with her usual 
good success. Everything about the house is pleasant and 
agreeable ; perhaps partly the result- of a nice school-room, 
which is certainly the most attractive of any in town. 

No. 8.—Summer term; Miss L. Maria Mansfield, teacher. 
Kverything around the school spoke well for teacher and schol- 
ars. We found here some of the best recitations in reading of 
any school we have visited. The recitations were generally 
prompt and correct. Fall and Winter term.—Miss Mary L. 
Leach. The school made a good record for itself, receiving, as 
it did, the benefit of years of experience in the person of its 
teacher. 

No. 4.—The summer term was commenced under the auspices 
of Miss Addie Spalter, but was broken up by the advent of the 
small pox in the district. Winter term; Miss Delia Hardy of 
Nelson. The unanimous verdict of the district is that Miss 
Hardy is one of the best of teachers, a credit to the profession. 
She is systematic and thorough, two great requisites for a 
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successful teacher. ‘The writing-books were neatly kept, and 
showed a good degree of attention paid to the practice of pen- 
mansbip. 

No. 5.—Summer term; Miss Alice Holton. There was a 
good feeling between teacher and pupils; but the lack of system 
prevented the full benefit which should accrue from an intel- 
lectual training in our common schools. Winter term; Miss 
H. Eleanora Leach of Westmoreland. Miss L. ranks high as 
a good teacher and thorough disciplinarian. Everything about 
the house was quiet and regular as clock-work. We think 
Miss L. should work in a larger school. 

No. 6.—Miss Ella J. Gilbert had charge of this school for 
the summer and winter terms; and although this being her 
first attempt at teaching, the school has been a success. Method 
seemed to prevail in the little school, and we judged that a 
perfect good feeling existed between teacher and pupils. We 
discovered a little want of selfconfidence in some of the pupils, 
so they did not appear as good as they really were. ‘The school 
is not forward, but doing well. 

No. 7.—Miss Abbie E. Stark had charge of both summer 
and winter terms. At our first visit, we feared for the success 
of the school; at our second visit, the errors were very nearly 
corrected. Those errors were the inclination of the teacher to 
help the schoiar to answer. Where this course is pursued, we 
are sure to find a tedious school; the pupils not having con- 
fidence in their own ability. We think the school a profitable 
one. 

No. 8.—-Summer and Fall terms; Miss Sarah A. Darling. 
The school is small but enterprising, and showed a thorougli 
training at the hands of its teacher, who has occupied this. post 
of honor for several terms to the great benefit of the school, 
furnishing good evidence that great numbers alone are not 
necessary for a good school. 

No. 9.—Miss Aggie S. Wright was in charge during the 
summer term. Good progress was made in all the classes. 
The winter term is still in session, and doing well. We have 
not the register before us. but think there is a good record of 
the school. Miss Smith, we think from appearance, has had 
much experience in the school-room, and appreciates a good 
recitation. At time of our visits, everything seemed to move 
in the right direction. If we mistake not, this teacher is from 
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Sunderland, Mass.; but we hope that she may continue her 
connection with some one of the schools in Keene. 

No. 10.—The simmer term was under care of Miss Elmina 
M. Fay, who has had charge of this school for five consecutive 
terms. We found good order, and thorough method in drill; 
and there appeared harmony in the school. The winter term 
was in charge of Mrs. A. L. Stearns. We are. sorry to say 
that on entering the room and being seated at the close of the - 
school, we discovered an unusual amount of whispering among 
the larger pupils. We were assured by the teacher that pupils 
from other schools, seated among her scholars, were the cause. 
Now we do not object to scholars visiting other schools, pro- 
vided they conform to good discipline. A gentle admonition 
made all right. We found a good school, although the first 
class in reading was not as good as we would have wished. 
The class in arithmetic was very good. We were very glad to 
find a good class in English grammar; not very far advanced, 
but doing well. We were pleased to find very good classes in 
history and geography. We were very sorry to discover that 
there has not been harmony among the parents; for the par- 
ticular reason that the more united the support, the better the 
school. Mrs. Stearns has had large experience as a teacher, 
and we think has been faithful and thorough in her work. 

No. 11.—This school is small, and considering the advan- 
tages, the scholars are in as good standing as could be expected. 

Miss Anna E. Bates, teacher in the summer term, did her 
part well; and there seemed harmony in the school. The 
method in drilling the several classes was thorough. The 
winter term was in care of Miss S. Lizzie Green, who has not 
had much experience, but shows a good talent for the work ; 
and we are pleased to say that the same thorough drilling 
characterized this term as in summer.  _ 


GENERAL REMARKS. 

In order to have our common schools all that they should be, 
or even all that we should expect of them, there are several 
important points to be looked after. A comfortable, convenient 
and pleasant room is absolutely necessary, with various articles 
of furniture which are but seldom seen in most of our schools 
at present. A good clock is as essential here as in the tele- 
graph office; everything should have its appointed and proper 
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time, and every child should know when that time comes. 
Seats and desks fitted for the size and convenience of each 
class of pupils give an enticement to the school-room which 
one who has never used such can scarcely comprehend, and 
need only to be tried to be adopted. Every department of 
study should have its appropriate apparatus for making illus- 
trations ; such need not be expensive, but plain and adapted te 
the wants of the pupils. We have seen many long terms of 
school wasted in trying to instill into the minds of dull chil- 
dren ideas that could easily have been elucidated by a few good 
recitations in connection. with an illustrative apparatus. Then, 
a competent teacher who can make a practical use of all such 
helps is absolutely indispensible; and, in supplying the teach- 
er’s desk, the committee should invariably adopt the motto 
‘* Get the best,” and no other need apply for the situation. 

A full and hearty co-operation of the parents with the teacher 
in all the operations of the school-room is essential to progress 
in the studies of the pupils; there is collateral work in some 
form for each one; and no one can well do the work properly 
devolving on another. ‘The scholars should have entire confi- 
dence in the ability of the teacher, not only in his or her 
literary attainments, but also in moral worth. For these 
reasons alone the services of such persons only should be . 
engaged as teachers who have unblemished characters, but also 
are beyond doubt abundantly qualified in an educational sense ; 
4 and, for this matter, the superintending committee should 
commend no one, however strong the inclination of the school 
or friends may be towards a candidate whose attainments are 
not fully up to the standard demanded by the wants of the 
district. This is often a delicate point, but it should be a 
decided veto, and not be overruled. 

We think most of the schools for the past year have been 
successful in accomplishing all that could reasonably be ex- 
pected. We have, however, had a practical test that it is not 
safe to transeress the rule to recommend no one who is not up 
to a respectable standard in qualifications for teaching. 

There has been a marked improvement in reading in many of 
our schools; and we would recommend a still greater amount 
of care on the part of teachers, to see that all necessary pains 
is taken to eradicate bad habits and develop good ones in 
regard to elocution. ‘There is no one who would not greatly 
improve by a little judicious care. 
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Spelling does not, as a general thing, receive that attention 
which its importance demands. Every person should know 
how to spell correctly all the words in common use in our lan- 
guage; and, we think, to acquire this knowledge, it would be a 
good idea for the pupils to spell all the difficult words in each 
recitation of the day; thus accustoming them not ee to the 
words, but also to the ar rangement of the letters. 

We regret that no more attention is paid to penmanship in 
some of our schools; though some of them have had marked 
success. The fault often lies in the fact that the teacher writes 
a miserable scrawl, and cannot be expected to teach others 
what they do not know theniselves. A better penmanship 
_ should be insisted on in candidates for the office of teacher. 
In this matter we have been more fortunate during the ah 
year than in some previous years. 

Arithmetic has received a good degree of attention; and the 
scholars stand well in this branch. : 

Geography claims a share of credit as being generally well 
explained and understood ; but as much of the study is a simple 
act of the memory, its acquirement depends in a great degree 

on the capacity of the pupil to remember names. 
Grammar appears to stand low in many of our schools, not 

being appreciated by large classes of the community. ‘This is 
_ shown to be a fact, as in some of the schools it does not appear: 
as astudy. This certainly is not right, as all children should 
understand the principles of their own language. We think 
teachers are often remiss in not encouraging their pupils to 
study it. But it is often the case that they are but indifferent 
scholars themselves in grammar, and not advanced enough to 
appreciate the full value and beauty of the science; and will- 
ingly encourage the backwardness of their pupils in taking 
hold of a subject which they themselves do not fully com- 
prehend. 

On the whole, we have seen much to commend in our schools. 
There is a universal effort to patronize our schools while in 
session; so that for this matter we cannot see that the special 
legislation on attendance of public schools greatly affects the 
schools of Keene.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER. 


Lo the Honorable Board of Selectmen of the Town of Keene: 

GENTLEMEN—I respectfully submit the following report : 
When first entering upon the duties of Chief Engineer I found 
dissatisfaction in one company—the Deluge Engine and Hose 
Company—through bad counsel among its members. Some 
desired to break up, and divide Company property, but they 
were successfully defeated in their designs by discharging a por- 
tion, and immediately reorganizing without any sacrifice of 
Company property. ‘This was the first of June, and, with this 
exception, there has been the best of harmony throughout the 
department. And, allow me, in this connection, to tender my 
thanks to the officers and members of the several companies for 
the many tokens of respect, and their ready acquiescence to 
fulfil every duty that belongs to good citizens and firemen. 
Also, I tender to all friends who take and manifest a vigilant 
interest in the welfare of the Fire Department, ae best wishes, 
hoping always to merit their approbation. 

There has been a very thorough examination made by my 
Assistant Engineers with regard to the general dangers inci- 
dent to fire, with urgent requests, wherever thought advisable, 
to make changes and improvements, which have very generally 
been acceptable to owners of property. Yet, occasionally, 
some citizens fee] somewhat indignant to be advised upon this 
point, which is to be regretted by all who are thoughtful upon 
this subject, as no Engineer would wish to impose upon any 
property owner needless improvements. And allow me here to 
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say upon this point, that I believe that it is greatly attributable 
to “‘ the eternal vigilance ”’ of our citizens and firemen that our 
beautiful village has thus far been spared so remarkably from 
the terrors of fire. | 

Out of the four fire alarms for the past year, three have been 
caused by imperfections about the chimney or funnel. At the 
house of Orlando Seward, on Court street, a funnel burned out 
and fired the wood work and damaged the house about $20. 
No alarm. Owners and builders can note the above statement. 
We all ought to feel an awful and earnest interest in this sub- 
ject of cause and prevention of fire, and thus we may defy in 
a great degree its ravages. We have always been pleased to 
note the alacrity of our Firemen at an alarm, and we trust they 
will ever guard this honor. And here allow me to tender my 
thanks to my Assistant Engineers for the very cordial aid ren- 
dered me in the general management of the Department. 


FIRES AND ALARMEB. 


May 15th, an alarm was caused by shavings and sawdust 
taking fire about the large chimney of Crossfield, Scott & Co’s 
Shop on Mechanic street. Damage slight. 

July 21st, at 3 o’clock in the morning, an alarm was given, 
which proved to be a house on the side of Beech Hill, owned 
by Benj. Nichols, which was entirely consumed. It being at 
a very unfavorable hour for getting an alarm the building was 
entirely burned down before the firemen arrived. Damage 
about $1500—insured for $2000. Supposed to be incendiary. 

Dec. 10th, there was an alarm at 2 p. m., caused by a 
chimney burning out which caused the wood surrounding to take 
fire, but was soon stopped. This house was Mrs. Emmon’s, on 
School street. 

Feb. 2d. There was an alarm on Water street at the house 
of J. S. Towne, at 11 o’clock a. m., caused by a funnel burning 
out and firing wood surroundings, but was soon put out. Dam- 
ages slight—about $15. Morau—See to your chimneys and 
stove pipes. 

To all the above alarms the Department was promptly on 
hand and rendered all the assistance that could be required or 
expected.

Our attention was called, not long since. to a large building 


where the wood work about the stove pipe was fired in two or 
three places caused by the funnel burning out.

The condition of the roads out of the village, upon the 
opening of Spring, was very bad; the culverts and sluices 
during the early Winter filling up and freezing solid with ice, 
causing the water to flow over the roads, washing them badly, 
and requiring an unusual outlay in the early Spring to make 
them passable and safe, thus causing the expense of maintaining 
highways to exceed the appropriation; and the amount esti- 
mated will not probably exceed the necessities of the town the 
current year. 
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We have received from the State $37.900, in bonds, of 
which $19,000 have been exchanged for town bonds, which are 
thus cancelled; $200 State bonds have been sold and the 
amount put in the treasury; $18,700 of State bonds are now 
on hand, the interest on which serves to pay the interest on a 
like amount of town bonds; $18,500 of town bonds have been 
paid in cash, leaving now $238,500 of town bonds outstanding, 
and a town note of $5,000, which note is due in July 1874, 
making the present liabilities of the town $28,500, to offset. 
which we have assets amounting to $32,284.74, leaving a balance 
in favor of the town of $3,584.74, giving us ample means to 
meet the outstanding bonds, notes and interest without any 
appropriation on this account. 

The number of the poor at the town farm has increised 
somewhat during the Winter. some of whom will probably 
provide for themselves during the Summer. ‘The stock and 
tools are in good condition, and vary but little from last year. 
The poor people there appear to be as happy and contented as 
could be expected of any people under similar circumstances. 

As to the disposition of the Railroad and Bank Tax we have 
our Own views, in which we are unanimous; but do not feel 
disposed to press them upon your attention, but rather leave 
the subject to the spontaneous, free and deliberate action of the 
town. We would, however, remark that in years past this in- 
come has been very quietly appropriated by the Selectmen, 
without advisory action of the town, to the reduction of town 
notes, bonds and interest as they became due, without asking 
large appropriations for that purpose ; which course has oper- 
ated very favorabiy in sustaining the credit of the town and 
reducing its indebtedness ; and, as the town has another debt 
known as the water loan, which debt is controlled or managed 
by another board of officers disconnected with the board having 
of general management of the financial affairs and available 
means of the town treasury, it would under existing circumstances 
require specific votes of the town to enable the board of Select- 
men to apply the available means of the town to that purpose, 
and then the Selectmen would have to go just so far and no 
farther than those votes went, whatever might or might not be 
their available means, to anticipate the maturity or otherwise of 
this loan.

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THIRD ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


KEENE WATER BOARD. 


Pursuant to a vote of the Town the Water Board submit 
their Annual Report for the year ending March 1st, 1873: 

The Board was organized March 16th by the choice of Curtis 
EK. Witxtarp, President, Hosra Foster, Clerk, and Danrexr H. 
Hoxrsrook, Superintendent. 

The town at its annual meeting, March 13th, by vote, placed 
in the hands of the Water Board the sum of $23,000, to be ex- 
pended in the construction of a Reservior and the extension of 
the water mains. | . 

After due consideration by the Board and Selectmen, the 
reservoir was located at the ravine on Beech Hill, May 30th, 
1872, but owing to the fact that the Board were unable to pur- 
chase at a reasonable price certain lands deemed by them nec- 
essary in the construction thereof, it was thought advisable to 
procure an additional act of the Legislature to take the lands 
that could not be purchased, agreeable to the original act con- 
stituting the ‘“* Keene Water Works.” | 

The enabling act was procured and the County Commission- 
ers were petitioned to set off and appraise such lands as the _ 
Board were unable to purchase. Meanwhile certain lands be- | 
longing to Wm. O. Shelley and Mrs. M. M. Seaver were pur- 
chased. On the 26th of July the Commissioners met, and, 
after a long and tedious hearing, set off certain lands belonging 
to Joseph G. Warren, as necessary for the reservoir, and 
awarded damages in the sum of $1483. In order to connect 
the reservoir with the mains of the original water works certain — 
other rights in lands owned by Oren Shelley and M. & C. Ops 
man were purchased by the Board. 

In the construction of the reservoir dam, proposals were 
made to several parties who were considered competent to un- 
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dertake such a work, and the contract was awarded to Messrs. 
Spaulding & Dean, of Keene, they being the lowest bidders for 
the work. In letting this work it was considered necessary that 
the stone and earth work should be let to one and the same 
parties, as no two parties could work on the dam at the same 
time without detriment to each other. 

The dam.is a very substantial piece of work, consisting of a 
pile or centre wall one a half feet in thickness, extending the 
entire length of the dam, which is 290 feet with earth work on 
each side, being at the base about ninety-five feet in thickness 
and eighteen feet broad on the top. The slope on the water 
side is paved with stone to prevent the earth work from wash- 
ing. The gate flume is a very neat and substantial structure, 
with walls cemented two feet in thickness and about twenty- 
four feet in depth, and gate house of brick. 

The main pipe through the dam is of 16 inch cast iron, and 
the connecting pipes with the original works are 16 inch re- 
duced to 14 and 12. 

The connection of the reservoir with the main works is so. 
arranged that the moment the supply fails from ‘* Silver Lake ” 
a valve opens and a supply comes from the reservoir. 

The contract for laying cement lined pipe was awarded to the 
Patent Water and Gas Pipe Co., of N. J., the Board having 
full confidence in their ability and integrity to do good work. 

The Board deeply regret that it was not in their power to 
connect the regular mains across Ashuelot river, but such was 
the state of the water that it was impracticable, and they were 
under the necessity of laying a temporary pipe over the flume 

%f the mills; also, to cross the river on the bridge with a two 

inch pipe, at a cost of about three hundred dollars, the greater 
part of which will not be lost, as the pipe will do'to lay: on 
other parts of the works when the regular mains are laid with 
the six inch cast iron pipes which we now have on hand. 

The Board would not have made this connection had it not 
been for the pressing demand for water at the tannery of 
Messrs. Symonds & Bigelow. 

The Boad adopted as a rule, that those whose service pipes 
were put in by the town and who had paid a pipe rate for two 
years previous, might own the same by paying the balance, de- 
ducting rents already paid, and several have improved the op- 
portunity so to do.

By the foregoing statements it will be seen that the Board — 
have expended somewhat beyond the appropriation; and in 
justification of so doing, would say that the imperious demand 
for water at the tannery of Messrs. Symonds & Bigelow in- 
duced the Board to extend the mains in that direction further 
than was at first anticipated, at a cost of about $1200. In the 
construction of the reservoir, also, there was a greater outlay 
than at first contemplated ; also in the connection of Beaver 
street with Roxbury street, an outlay of about $600. 

In the expense account for the year there are several items 
chargeable to last year’s account, including. $50 for rent of 
shop furnished Messrs. Goodhue & Hancock to line pipe, and ~ 
also for sand furnished them, which we have charged over to 
them, making a balance in favor of the Water Works of $23.52. _ 

There is also an unsettled account between the Board and 
Geo. Goodhue & Bro., which we have not been able to settle. 
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In regard to the extension of the Works, the Board would 
say that there is a necessity (to make the reservoir fully avail- 
able) to connect the mains across Beaver Brook on Water 
street and on Beaver street. There is also a further demand 
for water on Elm, Ashuelot, Howard and Marlboro’ streets. 

The Board would recommend that the sum of ten thousand 
dollars be raised by the town for the extension of the mains, 
and four thousand to pay interest on bonds. 

The reservoir has filled to the depth of twelve feet, from its 
own resources ; and for the safety of the dam, it was thought 
best not to fill to a greater height at present. The water from 
**Silver Lake” has for the last few weeks been flowing through 
the reservoir in a moderate quantity, and the town was for 
four hours, several days since, supplied entirely from the reser- 
voir, and the result was perfectly satisfactory.
